LATE CANADIAN NEWS. 
ONTARIO. 

Lust year's lumber exports from Ottawa 
wore $3,000,000. 

Katie Amherst was fatally injured while 
coasting at St. Catherines. 

Wiu. Long, a farmer of Dundalk, drop- 
[>eil dead of heart disease. 

Henry Kttrklo, Welland, who cut ujien 
Ilia bowels with a knife, is dead. 

Bingham's "Hub" lintel, Toronto, was 
burned. Loss §5,000; partially insured. 

The wife of Henry Stennof, " promin 
out fanner of .St. Mary's, was killed by a 
runaway hor.se. 

One of the pioneers of Osgoode town- 
ship, Capt. Robt. Grant, late of tho 43rd 
regiment, io dead, aged 7-. 

A young man, named McGuiro, while 
walking on the track at Kingston, was 
struck by an engine and futaly injured. 

A warrant, has been issued for the ex- 
tradition of Young, wanted ill Detroit for 
forgery and now in custody in Toronto. 

Carl Hnufl'maun, wholesale dealer in 
guns and hardware, Toronto, has assigned 
with liabilities of 810,000 and assets of 
$9,000. 

Arthur Sherman, of Oakley township, 
suicided by blowing Ilia brains out with n 
revolver. He was IJ0 years of age and un- 
married. 

Captain Harvey Neelon'a residence, 
Port Dalhousie, was burned. Los. u , 
87,000; insured in the Royal Canadian for 
83,000. 

The Union Phosphate company have 
disposed of the Star Hill mine, Ottawa 
county, to London capitalists for half it 
million. 

The Government expect to make ar- 
rangements to allow a course in the milit- 
ary college to count for students in uni- 
versities. 

Lieut. -Governor Campbell, intends to 
do away with all the totn-foolory hereto- 
fore connected with the opening of the 
parliament. 

JolmR. Gamble, accused of commit- 
ting the abortion which killed Lizzie 
Dray, has been located at Rochester, and 
a detective has left to arrest him. 

It is now the generally accepted theory 
that, the case of Cook, tho North Pelham 
postmaster, who died mysteriously some 
time ago, was one of suicide. 

Writs for the Kent, Halton, Russell 
and Prince Edward Dominion elections 
will ho issued in a few days, and polling 
is lixed for about February the LOth. 

Mayor Stewart's election is about to bo 
protested on the ground of personal bri- 
bery. His opponent, Ex-Aid. Drown, 
boldly asserts that Stewart bought his 
way into tho seat. 

E. S. Cox & Co., brokers, Toronto, 
who have several agencies throughout the 
province, suspended payment. It is im- 
possible to ascertain the liabilities but it 
is expected they will be very heavy. 

The position of Collector of Inland Re- 
venue at St. Catharines, has been tilled 
by tho promotion of Deputy Collector 
HesHou, son of Mr. Hesson, M. P., for 
Perth. 

An explosion occurred in the gasworks, 
Dunbar, badly wrecking the building and 
considerably shaking the houses in the 
vicinity. No one was hurt. Escaping gas 
is supposed to be the cause. 

Fire destroyed the Preston block, Har- 
ris ton, occupied by Freerland & David- 
son, grocers, and the Foresters' hall, 
Smith's drug store and the Great North- 
'western Telegrn- 1 - --company's otiico were 
badly damaged. Loss, SfiO.OOO. 

Sir John in a letter has announced him- 
self iu favor of Dickinson, the Conserva- 
tive candidate in Carletou. Ex-Sheriif 
Powell is seeking the support of the Con- 
servatives on the strength of a letter in 
his favor written by the Premier thirty 
years ago. 

Newton Hatch, the absconding ehashiei 
of the United States Express Co., and 
G. E, Dray, his accomplice wore again be 
fore the police magistrate at Toronto, and 
again remanded when material evidence 
will ho forthcoming from New York. Mrs. 
Hatch was discharged. 

Pet ley & Petley, Toronto, have sub- I 
mittcd a statement to their creditors 
showing liabilities of S8.'5,00() and assets I 
of $53,000. McKean & Co., retail dry! 
goods, shows assets of $20,000 and liabili- i 
ties (if 855,000. In both cases it was re- 
solved to sell the stocks and ask the debt 
ora to assign. 

A very important dispatch from Wash- 
ington with regard to tho fishery nego- 
tiations has been received by the govern- 
ment. It is understood the tenor of the. 
communication is very discouraging and 
no definite settlement is expected by the 
commissioners at Washington. 

The broach of promise suit entered by 
Mrs. McKenny, a widow of St. Thomas, 
against Solomon Moore, and which was 
to have been tried at the spring assizes, 
has been settled out of court. The action 
was for 85,000 damages and was settled by 
tho defendant paying 8-UKJ to the widow. 

The Kamper scheme, with modifica- 
tions, is accepted by the Government; 
Samper is hacked by Parisian capitalists. 
The project for purchasing the Intercol 
onial is abandoned, but they will estab-' 
lish extensive smelting works in Nova 
Scotia, the Government guaranteeing 18,- 
000 tons per year, with a duty of 817 per 
ton on imported rail. 

The body of Albert liruee, who died nt 
Toronto, has arrived at Woodstock for 
buri'd. When the Northwest rebellion 
broke out he left for the scene of action 
with the Grenadiers, and while there con- 
tracted a disease from which he has suf- 
fered intormittingly since. He was 21 or 
22 yours of age and was a young man of 
much promise. 

A very large number of coasting acci- 
dents have been' reported at Hamilton, 
during the past few days. Miss Bessie 
McLeod, had her collar bone biokc.i; a 
son of Jamei McLorie, freight agent, hail 
his leg badly fractured; Nelson Gain, the 
six-year-old son of Francis Gain, had his 
thigh brokon, and John Glassco, son of 
J. T. Glassco, had his hand crushed so 
badly that a number of bones wore frac- 
tured. 

In retaliation for the hard light being 
modo by the temperance people of Leeds 
county, eleven buildings have boon burn- 
ed at Irish Creek; the Methodist church 
and a tannery have boon burned at 
Kemptville and live constables have been 
stoned and assaulted. Dr. Ferguson, M. 
P., and three others, one of them a min- 
ister, wore arrested and threatened with 
murder, and two deacons of a Haptist 
church have been warned to dismiss their 
minister or have thoir churches burned. 
Tho temperance people are undismayed, 
however, and have had forty or fifty tav- 
ornkeopers fined; have sent three pffondors 
to tho penitentiary and have had the as- 
sailants of tho constables fined 8800, 

Alfred E, Ridley, agent of tho New 
York Mutual Life Insurance company at 
St. Thomas, Iiiib boon arrested for forg- 
ery. In July he presented a note to Bar- 
rister Cromthors, signed Alfred and Nora 
Kidloy, in favor of Samuel Haight, alleged 
to be endorsed by tho lnttor, and payable 
in six months tit the Merchants bank. 
Tho noto ciimo due and was mot by Rid- 
ley with a cheque signed by Haight, which 
was refused by tho-hank, and Haight said 
both note and cheque were forgeries. 

A horde of Arabs who invaded King- 
ston wore arreuted for begging, There 



were men, women and girls in the party, 
and all foul and repulsive. It was soon 
learned that a Nnzareno was in charge as 
leader, who had reduced begging to a 
science. He was .searched and about his 
body were found bags of gold, silver and 
a belt stuffed with bills. A panful of sil- 
ver was shaken out of t he filthy wardrobes 
of the others. They were so alarmed that 
they at onco promised to leave the city. 
Boforo their arrest they were begging the 
mayor for passes. The leader, who is from 
Chicago, took charge of tho party iu Mon- 
treal.' 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

A disgraceful row occurred after divine 
service lit the door of the Roman Catholic 
church. Little Arichat. The cause was 
the re-arrest of one Bendrot, who escaped 
during the week while being apprehended 
under a warrant issued by C. J. Fuller, J. 
P. One of the law ollicers, Constable 
Spry, got badly beaten in tho affray. 

A young man named John Mclnnis, of 
New Glasgow, was struck by a door at 
the steel works and fell into a pit, strik- 
ing on his head and injuring himself so 
badly that be died. 

Arthur Sorell, of the firm of Armstrong 
& Co., St. John, while going to the lime 
kilns :>',. Cedar Cliff, slipped on the ico and 
fello.ei aprecipicear.il his coat caught 
on an old stump which saved him from 
going down about forty feet. He was as- 
sisted up by some men, whu had seen hint 
fall, and was taken th his house on Doug- 
las load. His left leg and arm were bad- 
ly injured. 

The New I'.runswick legislature met cn 
January 27th for the dispatch of business. 

PBINCE EDWARD ISLAND. 
Joseph McDonald of Charlottetown, 2,'i 
years old, leaving a wife and one child, was 
killed by a falling limb at Crane's lumber 
camp, Salmon Stream, Maine. 



FKKK FROM BLAME. 

Tlie Result of the Inquest on the Body of Mrs. 
Wallace at Kamloops.

KAMLOOl'S, I!. 0., Jan. 30. — The result 
of tho Coroner's inquest held on the body 
of Mrs. Wallace, of Spall uinchceu, is 
"'That Mrs. A. K. Wallace came to her 
death through the administration of 
chloroform and that the evider.ee fully 
exonerates the medical attendant and 
others concerned from blame." 



THE MINERS' MASS MEETING. 

Reference to the meeting of miners at 
Nanaimo was inadvertently omitted from 
yesterday's issue. The meeting was the 
largest ever held in the district, and was 
attended by all classes. The interest 
manifested in the proceedings was intense, 
hut tho best of order prevailed. Mr. 
(ieo. Campbell, of the V. O. Co.'s mine, 
was called to the chair, and Mr. Brickie, 
of Wellington, acted OS secretary; Speech- 
es were made by the chairman and 
Messrs. Mackey, Smith, Coyne, Martel, 
McKirloy, Wilkes, Gunnel, McGregor, 
R 'se, Bradley, Foster, McKinloy, Mr. 
Cordon, M; P., and Mr. .1, ¥oung. 

A resolution condemning Sheriff Drake 
for not summoning a coroner's jury com- 
posed altogether of miners was carried 
Unanimously. The meeting then ad- 
journed to meet at Wellington On Sunday. 
Here 'Mr. Dunsmuiv and tho ollicials of 
the Wellington mines attended. The 
following resolutions were passed: 

That this meeting condemn the action 
of Samuel Drake in selecting as a jury 
men incompetent to comprehend the 
case, the meeting being of opinion that 
miners only should be on such juries in 
disasters like the present. 

That tho same be sent to the Attorney- 
General by the secretary, who was ap- 
pointed to take it down. 

That a committee of three practical 
miners from each mine in the district 
shall be appointed for that purpose. 
Twenty -one miners were appointed, being 
three from the seven several mines of tho 
district. 

That no Work shall be done in die dis- 
trict until this committee have reported 
to a subsequent meeting to lie called by 
the committee. 

That Ibis meeting wishes to express it- 
self— that it is necessary for the miners 
of this district to form a union for their 
protect ion, 

These were all carried unanimously.

London, Jan. 31.— Henry Joseph Gill,

in parliament. Mr. Gill is a nationalist, 
nnd has been in parliament since 1880. 

A Itiillicr llnccrtnlu Condition. 

Ever since the recent speech of Tisxa 
the European war cloud has been thick- 
ening in spite of the peaceful assurances 
of Russia and apparent apathy of Ger- 
many. The London correspondent of the 
Liverpool Post, who is credited with pos- 
sessing unequal facilities for obtaining in- 
side information on political subjects, 
writes to his paper that he has abundant 
reason to believe the Government has no 
hope of the summer to pass without war, 
and there are many other straws showing 
the tendency of events to be in the direc- 
tion of an armed conflict. The already 
unsettled state of the Continental affairs 
has a great effect upon thu fiscal policy of 
the English Government. All ideas of 
retrenchment so industriously advocated 
a few months ago, has been abandoned, 
and tho present temper of tiie ministry 
may lead thorn to demand a vote of credit 
before parliament is a month old. The 
Vienna press also take a pessimistic view 
of the situation, notably the Taijblatt, 
which says: ''Let us hope for peace, but 
iu the meantime get ready for use all of 
the good bayonets in Austria, and also get 
ready to use them." A member of the 
military council has been summoned to re- 
sume session, and all the available force 
in various Austrian gun factories and 
other sources of military supply is kept 
constantly at work to satisfy the demand 
of tho war ollice. 

Working hi> aC'on»plrney. 

Private enquiry is being pushed by a 
section of the Irish coercion force at 
Woodford with the object of ferreting out 
a conspiracy against one Patrick O'Brien 
to compel him to refrain from occupying 
a farm resigned by a previous tenant be- 
cause of excessive rent exacted by tho 
landlord. This is the lirst proceeding of 
tho kind under the Crimes Act and if it 
should yield the desived information the 
conspirators will be suniuiarily dealt with, 
while tho precedent established by the in- 
vestigation will be extensively pursued 
throughout Ireland. 

Soi I tli vh. niillivuii. 

The backers of Join Smith have ac- 
cepted the challenge- of John L. Sullivan 
to defeat the English champion in six 
rounds or forfeit 8200, but have sur- 
rounded the acceptance with many condi- 
tions. It is likely, however, Sullivan, who 
would gain nothing but tho satisfaction of 
demonstrating his superiority by knocking 
Smith out, will overlook the provisos und 
tho contest may tyke place at an early date. 

Traiuiinvtutlon SuggeslfMl. 

The St. James' Gazette devotes a long 
leader to advocating a return to the prac- 
tice of transporting criminals instead of 
imprisoning them in England, and the ar- 
ticle conveys to many persons the sugges- 
tion that the ulterior motive of the writer 
or inspireristo make it possible to trans- 
port offending Irish commoners when it 
shall seem to the Tory government desir- 
able to do so.

Settlement of the Pyke Opera Company's 
Difficulties. 

Many persons in Victoria will read with 
interest tho following from tho Portland 
Ncwn rogarding the woll known Pyko 
Opera company, which has been such a 
familiar object with tho Sound public for 
two years: 

The operatic war is over between tho 
Pyko Opera company and Messrs. John 
Burke and Sam C. Mott.

It ia 
understood that tho basis of tho agreo- 
tnent is about as follows: 

The Pyke company will pay tho print- 
ing bills owed by Mr. Mott in San Fran- 
cisco and Portland, and the sum duo to 
tho United Carriage & Baggage Transfer 
company, in all amounting to $310.

ANOTHER 0L» PIONEER GONE. 

[Correspondence of Tun COLONIST.] 
Mr. William Moore, a native of the 
north of Ireland, and an old resident of 
this place, died yesterday evening. The 
cause is believed to bo tho bursting of a 
blood vessel during a violent lit of cough- 
ing, to which ho has been subject for 
ssnie time past. The deceased was up- 
wards of 00 years of age, and lived alone 
at the steamboat landing. He was in 
charge of Mr. R. McLeese's steamboat 
there. He also cultivated a garden from 
which ho realized considerable prolit, and 
was often ill the employ of tho farmers 
about here. By these means he managed 
to maintain a decent livelihood. The de- 
ceased had made arrangements with Mr. 
Alex. Clink to come to-day to help him 
to get out some wood. At about noon to- 
day when Mr. Clink arrived at the de- 
ceased's house ho was horrified to find 
him lying out in front of the door dead 
and frozen stiff. He presented a frightful 
spectacle, in a prostrate or rather a kneel- 
ing attitude, with his faco lying on the 
snow. It is evident from his position that 
he must have been sawing wood in front 
of his door when seized with the coughing 
fit before mentioned, in which a blood vossol 
must havo burst, for there were two large 
patches of blood at his feet. Whether ho 
was dead or not befoie he began to froeze 
enn only be conjectured as no one was 
with him to witness the poor, lonely old 
man's death. It is evident that ho must 
have died on the evening of tho 20th, or 
yesterday evening, for the water 
kettle on tho stove was frozen to bursting 
and the bod had no appearance of having 
been slept in. 

The deceased was a minor in tho early 
days of California. Later ho was in the em- 
ploy of the government in Victoria, chiefly 
as a road repairer. He came tc Curiboo in 
'02 and has rcmaidod in the district ever 
since. Ho was noted for his honesty, up- 
rightness and independent disposition, 
and is univorsaly lamontod by his many 
friends.

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MAYOR (i KANT'S SUGGESTION. 

Wo fail to soo that the Times has at all 
touched tho arguments adduced by ua 
against Mayor Grant's suggestion that hi 
predecessor ho recouped for moneys spent 
in extending tho hospitalities of tho city 
to strangers. The probabilities are that 
tho number of distinguished visitors whe 
will visit Victoria during this summer will 
bo greater than ever before known during 
its history. The Mayor's time -will bo 
greatly taxed and it is probable ho will 
bo obliged to spend some of his own 
money. If his suggestion is carried into 
oft'eet, he will be entitled to tho same con- 
sideration at the closu of his term of of- 
fice. Thus it will become a lixed thing to re- 
compense the retiring mayor and year after 
year a largo sum of money will be paid 
out of tho civic revenue without any 
benefit. Against this wo protest at this 
time when money is so badly needed for 
city improvements. The 81,000, §1,000 
or 82,000, whatovor the sum may be 
would be much better expended ii 
beautifying Beacon Hill, in adding such 
artificial advantages to its natural ones as 
would assist in making it one of the finest 
parks in Canada. There are a thousand 
ways in which the money could bo made 
useful rather than in placing it in the 
pockets of a man who has no need for it. 
We do not, however, seo tho necessity of 
pursuing this matter further. Wo are 
confident that should Mayor Gmnt's sug- 
gestion como before the council it will be 
rejected by a largo majority. Tho honor 
of being mayor of one's native or adopted 
city is a sufficient reward for any trouble 
or expense tho faithful discharge of his 
duties may cost. 

THE GOVE KN OR-G EN E R A LSH1P. 

Tho Canadian Gazette of January 6th, 
says on tho question of the Marquis of 
Lansdowne's successor to the Governor- 
Generalship of Canada:

Last week the rumor advanced n stage, and we 
wore told that Lord Stanley of Presten hud ac- 
cepted the Governor-Qenoralship, and would 
be succeeded in the Presidency of the Board of 
Trade by t lie Karon de Worms, who is now par- 
liamentary secretary to the board. This asser- 
tion being brought to the notice of Lord Stan- 
ley, ho has authori/.eu the statement Hint 'ho 
know nothing of tho report that he bad been 
ottered and had accepted the Govornor-Gener- 
alship of Canada in succession to Lord Lans- 
downo until he sawit in the newspapers.' " 



GLENGARRY'S SHAME. 

Pressure of other matters has prevented 
our earlier laying before our readers tho 
facts concerning the Glengarry election. 
As instancing the hypocritical vauntings 
of the "pairty of purity" that their 
hands are clean it may be interesting to 
adduce some of the evidence taken at tho 
trial to show what whitod sepulchres 
these Grits really are. The developments 
in this olection case are certainly to 
be classed among the most startling efforts 
to "put down bribery and corruption with 
lots of money." In this constituency the 
Grits selected Patrick Purcell as the 
standard bearer of the "pairty" 
from the fact that ho had boon successful 
in several heavy canal and railway con- 
tracts and was reputed to be possessed of 
largo wealth. The sequel will show that 
in ull probability Mr. Purcell is not as 
wealthy at the present time as he was 
when ho entered the Glengarry, contest 
as tho candidate of the Grit party on 
October 23rd, 1880. it would appear 
that having determined to carry the elec- 
tion at all hazards, Mr. Purcell decided 
to cloak his corruption by ostensibly mak- 
ing loans to his most trusted supporters 
of funds which wore never repaid and 
which wore never intended to bo repaid, 
Tho first witness called was Murdoch 
Munroe, the candidate's financial agent 
during tho contest and tho secretary of 
tho Grit "reform association" of Glen- 
garry. After several questions had been 
asked it was ascertained that Mr, Munroe 
had "loaned" cortain sums to electors 
during tho contest. The examination 
procoodod thus: — ^ 

Q'.— - How much did you lend in tho country 
for Mr. Purcoll between SUrd October, 1886, the 
day of his nomination, and the 22nd February, 
the day of his election / A.—Botwoon (25,000 
and 8:«>.00O. 

Q._ Was that on notes f A.— No, the greater 
portion was on mortgage. 

Q,_Wiih your olllco visited by a groat many 
people after tho election looking for money / 
A.— Not moro than usual. I known great many 
purttoH wore disappointed I hat they did not re- 
ceive tho loiuis they asked. 

In orOW-OXamlnotlon witness Bold that Mr. 



Kureell was a wealthy man and lent money ex- 
tensively at li por cent. Witness commenced 
loaning for him in November, 1880. 

On October 23rd Mr. Purcell accepted 
tho nomination tendered him by the grit 
party, selected tho secretary of the grit 
association as his financial agent, and gave 
him poirer of attorney to make loans on 
his (Mr. Purcull's) behalf. Prom that 
date till the olection was held from $25,- 
000 to 830,000 was thus distributed by 
Mr. Purcull's olection agent; nor was it 
shown that any of these sums, which 
wore ; loaned on three and six mouths' 
notes, wore over repaid. 

Archibald MaoNab, ex-M. P. P., of 
Glengarry, deposed that he was one of 
Mr. Purcell's supporters, flis subsequent 
evidence contains the following: 

Q —What money was placed in your hands 
during tho olection) 

Witness— For election purposes} 

Mr. Macmastor— Toll us the amount and wo 
will settle that afterwards. A.— I got about 
82,245 altogothor from Mr. l'urcell through Mr. 
jl unroo. 

Q.— How much of that on a mortgage. A.— 
Two thousand dollars, and the other §215 on my 

Q— Did you receive money from somebody 
else/ A. .lames McBoan, of MaxviUo, gave 



O—Ile is one ot Mr. 1'iircell's agents f A. 
V T os, 

Q— When/ A. On the 5th February, before 
the election. 

Q- What did Mr. McBoan tell you to do with 
it/ A. Ho did not tell me anything; 1 gave 
him a note for it. 

Q— You gavo Mr. McBoan a note for it i A. 
Yes. 1 gave if in -Mr. Purcell's name to Mr. 
McBonn. 

Q r l low did you get that money i A. I told 
him I had men working and that 1 would want 

1250. 

Q— You woro right In the boat of tho election 
I hen, canvassing / A. Yes. 

Q— What time was this note/ A. Six 
months. 

(1— Did you ovor pay it back? A. No. 

ij— Do you swear that $245 had no connuct ion 
w it li I he election / A. 1 do. 

Q -Who paid your bills travelling around and 
canvassing/ You are a school inspector and 
cannot afford it. A. I do not. know w ho paid 
my bills. I know I did not pay them. 

In his own evidence Mr. Purcell do 

posed that ono of his agents was one Alex. 

Leclaire who was married to his niece. 

His examination proceeded thus: 

Q.— Do you know how much Leclaire lent for 
you between tho date of your nomination and 
oleotioii) A. I don't know. 

Q.— You told US during the election you put 
some money In the bauds of James McBoanl 
A. 1 did. 

Q.— ITow much J A. About 3700. lie wanted 
more, hut I would not give il to him. 

Q.— -What did ho do with itt A. He loaned il. 

(5.— To whom? A. I cannot tell you. 

Q.— Will your books show that? A. No. Our 
books w ill not show it . 

(].— Did McBoan dolivor the notes hack to 
you/ A. He wanted to deliver them up, and 1 
told him that our lawyer advised us not to take: 
thom back until after the elect ion ease was set- 
tled, lie saiil that the lawyers on the other 
side might make a point out of it. 

Q. — Is that the way you do business- gol your 
agents to take notes for money and never know 
aiiything about them/ A. Yes. We somo- 
timesdoil that way. I was not Boanxlonsabout 
I he §700 as 1 would he about a largo sum. 

(J. -Anil you were advised that if a man paid 
his note when It became due the lawyer on the 
other side might make a point out of it / A. 

Mr. Macmaster— Thai is a new kind of a point. 

Q,— You had as loaning agents John Saniield 
JIacdonald, A. Leclaire and M. Munroe, and 
yon thought these were not enough at election 
timos, so you got Mr. MoBean] A. — 1 thought 
I wanted Mr. McBoan. l had S200.IHKI i„ the 
Hank of" Montreal at ;t per cent., and I did not 
want it lying thoro. Mr. MoBean was one of 
my supporters, and I called on him while pass- 
ing there and asked him lo be my agent and 
loan 0111 some money for me. 

Q.— And that, was all he could loan IS700) out 
of your wealth / A,— lie said ho had not time to 
do any more. 

It subsequently transpired that Mr. 

Purcell's nophew-in-law, Leclaire, had 

written the following letter: 

April, 2. 1887. 

James Johnson, Esq: 

.Sin.- I have a letter from "P.P." (Mr. l'ur- 
cell -That's me.) He said that they have until 
the 23th of this month to protest the election, 
so toll all friends 10 be careful unlil that. time. 
I will see that then. Yours truly, 

A. LKCLAIRB. 
And Leclaire in his own evidence admitt- 
ed that ho had transmitted the above in- 
structions after receiving a letter, as 
slated, from Mr. Purcell. It was there- 
fore not surprising that the friends con- 
cerned were careful not to fix up tho 
notes and loans until after the election 
petition might be satisfactorily settled. 
But even moro interesting information is 
given by Mr. Purcell in his own direct 
examination respecting the sevoral sums 
which lie had loaned personally during 
the election campaign; 

I lent Rousseau Bros. & Co. §5,000. 1 lout the 
firm of .Mackenzie it l'urcell Whatever they ask- 
ed me; their credit was unlimited with me. 
Duncan H. Mackenzie was a member of both 
t bene linns. Mackenzie was activo in the con- 
stituency during the election, so was my 
brother. I gave Mnckcnzis &: l'urcell a letter 
ot guarantee for $10,000 upon tho Ontario Hank. 
1 paid I lie guarantee and more, too, all their 
liabilities to the bank, about $17,000. 1 got part 
of it back. My brother and M.ickc-nzie had a 
contract up in Algoma. and I advanced them 
tho money to go on with the work on tho con- 
tract. After I had signed the guarantee my 
brother and Mackenzie did not go back to Algo- 
ma, but stayed in Glengarry. 

Timothy Rosseau, of the firm of Uos- 

scau Pros., who had received this §5,000 

from tho candidate, was accordingly 

placed in tho witness box. His evidence 

contains the following : 

0.— During the campaign hud you any con" 
vernation with Mr. Purcell himself about get" 
ting votes, and if yon could, not got them wliat 
you wore lo do / A. Yes; we conversed at his 
iilnce, at my place and on tho street In Wil- 
linittstoAvn. 

Q.— Did he give you any instructions with re- 
gard to the campaign, and did he tell you what 
to do/ A. Ho said to pay out some monoy.but 
be sure and take notes. 

0.— Did he give you any reason why you were 
t<> take notes .' A. -No. 

Q.— Did ho toll you anything else! A.— Yes; 
lo bo sure and toll Duncan Mackenzie If ho 
paid oul money, to take notes. 

Q.— Was that in a conversation about I he 
elect ion t A. - Yes. 

Q.— Did you tell Duncan .Mackenzie? A— - 
Yes. 

0. - When was t his / A.— The end of January 
or t he beginning of February. 

Q,— Did Purcell loll you what to do if you 
could not get. votes in (he ordinary way / A.— 
He said if WO could not gel, votes to give them 
money, but bo suro to take notes— that it was 
moro legal. In December I had a conversation 
with l'urcell, and he c.une lo see if myself and 
brothers would vote lor him. He sa*id he had 
means and could well afford to spend a little. 

The witness reiterated tho statement that he 
sold to l'urcell there will he some money want- 
ing, and l'urcell said, "Give tin 111 moiiey, but 
take mil es for it." 

The candidate's brother was a member 
of the fire of Purcell it Mackenzie, which 
received 817,000 from the candidate dur- 
ing the campaign. It also appears from 
the evidence of several witnesses that Mr. 
Mackenzie paid Frank Sauciol 8100; .John 
Tye, 8200, and Alex. Varnier, 8100, and 
took notes for one and two years. Such 
was tho nature of the evidence elicited by 
the petitioner's counsel. The candidate's 
election agent having power of attorney to 
sign the hank cheques had paid out from 
825,000 to 830,000 butwoen the date that 
the candidate aceoptod tho nomination 
and election day. Rousseau, who had 
been instructed to "pay out money and 
take notes," received 85,000 moro from 
tho candidate himself. The firm of Pur- 
cell & Mackenzie received 817,000 addi- 
tional, from which fund Mackenzie had 
boon instructed to "pay out money and 
take notes;" and it was from that in sev- 
eral instances he had followed out his in- 
structions by paying as high as §200 for a 
vote. In his own examination, Macken- 
zie was forced to admit that those funds 
camo from tho respondent Purcoll. Ho 
said: - 

I received tho money I loaned on notos to 
Varnier, Saucier and TyoWrom the Ontario 
bank, Montreal, on account, of I ho firm of 
Mackenzie & l'urcell, which amounts woro re- 
ceived on the strength of tho gua'dhteo re- 
ceived from respondent. 

Another interesting item of informa- 
tion was given by u witness Thomas Foe j 
of Quebec who testified as follows: — I 

"I was on U)0 Canadian Atlantic! train from, | 



Ottawa, and when wo camo to Alexandria a 
man cinno on and s»t with l'urcell. I took 
him to bua friend of his. I head Purcell toll this 
man that his election was the biggest ono ever 
contested In Glengarry and that it oust him 
830.000. 1 have no doubt of it as I heard it 
distinctly." 

These were the methods of wholesale 
bribery by too tlrita to elevate the stand- 
aril in Glengarry, and by which they 
thought to defeat tho Uovernmont in 
February last. Those who read tho evi- 
dence quoted above will not be surprised 
to learn that Mr. Purcoll was both un- 
seated and disqualified, while the learned 
justice presiding recommended that the 
respondent and four of his supporters 
should be criminally prosecuted. 

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

The Womait's Suffrage Journal (Lon- 
don, Eng.), rejoices ovor tho prospects of 
the movement, which has for its object 
tho conferring of tho franchise upon tho 
female sex. It points out that while in 
.January, 1880, the number of its parlia- 
mentary supporters was 314, in January, 
1887, it was 344, w' 1I0 they at present 
number 355. 

It is a widespread report among poli- 
ticians in the east that Morcior'a mission 
to France is not alone to arrange to have 
tho province represented at the Paris ex- 
hibition, but he has in view an arrange- 
ment with the Credit Lyonnais for a con- 
sideration of the provincial debt. Anoth- 
er rumor is that he will go to Homo to 
urge the Pope to permit tho Jesuits to 
petition the Government for a restriction 
of confiscated property. 

EVERYBODY has heard of "Hospital Sun- 
day" in London — the Sunday of tho year 
when collections are taken up in tho 
churches in aid of the funds of tho metro- 
politan hospitals. The amount collected 
on the last "Hospital Sunday" was t'.'ili,- 
391 LSs. lid., of which amount £28,505 
15s. 2d. was collected in churches of tho 
Church of England. The amount col- 
lected during the last fifteen years, since 
"Hospital Sunday" has been established, 
inclusive of 1887, was L'435,001 4s., of 
which the sum of £'329,245 lis. Od. was 
collected from members of tho Church of 
England. 

A pretty story of an affecting meeting 
between Sir John Macdonald, Hon. Mr 
Mowat, and Sir Alexander Campbell at 
Government House, Toronto, recently 
appeared in tho evening paper here. It 
was stated that those three gentlemen had 
not foregathered since they were connect- 
ed forty-five years ago, Sir John as a pntc 
Using barrister in an office at Kingston, 
and tho other two as junior and senior 
students respectively. When the para- 
graph was read to Sir John ho said, "Why, 
Mr. Mowat and Sir Alexander were both 
in the Cabinet" with me in 18(14. W» 
have met frequently since our first meet 
ing in Kingston. Mowat and 1 aro tho 
best of friends. We met by appointment 
to discuss the boundary and other ques- 
tions." 

Tub first annual meeting of the share- 
holders of tho Hmpiir printing and pub- 
lishing company was held at tho Board 
of Trade rooms, Toronto, on tho 16th 
inst. There was a full attendance of 
shareholders, members being present from 
all parts of tho Dominion. Sir John Mac 
donald and Hon. Thomas White, M. P. 
were at the meeting. The reports present 
ed were most satisfactory. Mr. Creighton 
managing director, in reference to the 
hearty reception accorded tho Empire, 
stilted that its circulation had increased at 
a rate unprecedented in Canadian jour 
nalism. Messrs. W. R. Brock, Hon. W 
E. Sanford, J. Haggart, M. P.; Thomas 
Long, and Frank Turner, E. C, were 
elected directors. At the meeting Sir 
John Macdonald was presented with the 
first copy of tho paper that went through 
tho press, handsomely bound. 

Daniel Wilson has abandoned all 
hope of avoiding prosecution for his con- 
nection with tho sale of decorations 
through (Jen. Oafferel, Mine. Limousin 
and others and has employed the famous 
advocate Lente to defend him. Ho still 
makes a show of defiance, however, and 
is endeavoring to mitigate the hardness of 
tho proceedings against him, or tho sever- 
ity of his punishment in ease of convic- 
tion by threatening to prove a conspiracy 
to effect tho sale of decorations, Govern- 
ment contracts, etc, was engineered by a 
high French official whose name has not 
yet been mentioned in connection with 
the scandal. Popular belief is very 
strong that thoro are mon of powerful in- 
fluence in Paris who cannot afford to per- 
mit Wilson to tell all ho knows of the 
Caffaiel business, and that ho will not rely 
in vain upon their efforts to make a farce 
of his prosecution, or as a last resort to 
secure a morely nominal punishment for 
his offences.

A FEW WORDS ABOUT PLANTS OF 
BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

B\ M. LOl'ATECKl. 

The great island of Vancouver, the 
largest isle on the west coast of America, 
surrounded by many satellites of smaller 
order, especially in tho Gulf of Georgia, 
and the mainland of t he province compare 
favorably in respect of forests to any 
state, province or country either in North 
America or m Europe. This great and 
magnificent province of British Columbia 
now brought in communication with east- 
ern parts wf the Dominion through the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, contains such a 
variety of plants From tho magnificent 
Douglas fir to the modest, cowslips, that 
the future botanist of British Columbia 
will lind here a most luxuriant field of 
study for his whole branch of science. 

The short account id' some of the I recs 
and other plants given here is written 
with the purpose that the numerous read- 
ers of "West American Scientist" may 
form an idea about the magnitude of bo- 
tanical life in this remote province. The 
writer of these lines is but a short time in 
British Columbia, consequently the ac- 
count of plants will lie found ti> bo very 
deficient, still the author will endeavor to 
collect as many facts as possible, either 
from his own observations, or from those 
of other competent persons, or from facts 
gathered from the Government Depart- 
ment of agriculture. As the author has 
no competent manual under his hands he 
trusts therefore to his memory for the 
Latin nomenclature of trees, consequent- 
ly shall any mistakes bo found he hopes 
that they will be excused by the readers, 
for "errare humanuniest:" 

In the province of British Columbia the 
comforae are to lie found in great, profu- 
sion. Between them the lirst place be- 
longs to the Uomjlds Spruce, sometimes 
called Douglas Fir, Douglas Pino and 
Oregon Pine (Abies Douglasii), a mag- 
nificent tree, often 250 feet high and 30 
feet in circumference, and w here bark is 
sometimes nine to ten inches in thickness. 
This tree grows very rapidly and is dis- 
tinguished by the woodman into two 
kinds, yellow and red. The first has a 
reddish-yellow knotty heart and is less 
durable than the redone. Abies Douglasii 
grows mostly in the southern parts of the 
province, also on the mainland coast and 
on Vancouver Island, but is not to be 
found on Queen Charlotte Islands. 

MetiZ'cs' Spruce (Abies Menziesii), very 
similar to the Abies Douglasii, grows 
chiefly on the coast and is found also in 
the Cold and Selkirk ranges. The wood is 
white and the tree grows to a very large 
size. 

The Western Hemlock or Hemlock 
Spruce (Abies Canadensis) occurs on the 
coast, also on Fraser ri\er and the Sel- 
kirk and Gold ranges. ()n Queen Char- 
lotte Islands it reaches the height of 2C0 
feet. Its timber splits obliquoly and de- 
cays in the atmosphere, but the bark is 
very valuable for tanning. 

Enqlenu.it m's Spruce (Abies Eglemannii) 
occurs in the eastern and interior parts of 
tho province and forms dense forosts in 
the mountains, to the level of nearly 
-1,000 feet in elevation. The tree is very 
tall and straight and the wood durable. 

The Great Silver Vic (Picea graudis) 
clings to the coast, but reappears also in 
thosoutheast of the province. It is a large 
tree, but the wood is soft. Pisca amabtlis, 
a species most, resembling it, grows in the 
mountains. Picea nobilis, a majestic t roe, 
and t'icea bracteata, a species remarkable 
for its tall and slender st em, are also to be 
found. 

Balsam Spruce (Abies balsam oa) yield- 
ing so-called Canadian Balsam, grows on 
Cold and Selkirk ranges and also in east- 
ern and noi l hern portions of the interior 
plateau. The balsam exists in incisions be- 
tween the bark and the wood. The in- 
cisions are made ami the bottles attached 
into which the balsam Hows. It is a color- 
less liquid, but becomes solid with age. 
Its composition is as follows:—

The Yellow Pine, sometimes called 
"red" and pitch pine," considered as a 
variety of Pinus pondsrsa of Douglas and 
California, grows in the valleys and on 
the slopes up to 11,000 feet. It is a magni- 
ficent tree, remarkable for the heaviness 
of its timber. Its bark is reddish-brown 
and half the shaft branchless. It is found 
in the dry regions of the mainland, 

The Block Vine, also called '"Western 
Scrub" or Bull Pine ("Pinus Banksiana) 
extends further north than any other 
pine. There are two varieties of this pine; 
a "coast ' and an "interior" variety. The 
second, more valuable than the lirst reach- 
es frouiTo to 100 feet in height but its diani- 
'eter is only about two feet. 

The so-called White Barked Pine is 
very small and grows in very great eleva- 
tion. 

The Mountain (Feymouth or Wliiie 
Pine (Pinus Strobus) is found in Colum- 
bia river region, and also in the interior 
of Vancouver Island. It. makes excellent 
masts and its wood resembles t hat of the 
eastern white (line. 

The Western Cedar, also called "Red" 
or Giant Cedar" (Abies religiosa) abounds 
on the Columbia river, on the Gold and Sel- 
kirk ranges, along the coast and also in the 
northern interior. It is a stupendous tree, 
sometimes 150 feet high and 15 feet thick, 
but generally hollow. The wood is red- 
dish-yellow and splits easily into plank, 
and is used for shingles. 

The Yellow Cypress, commonly called 
yellow cedar (cypress thyoides) grows 
principally on the coast, also in tho in- 
terior of Vancouver island and on the 
west coast of Queen Charlotte Islands. It 
has a resinous smell and ^is of a pale- 
yellow tint. It is used for ornamental 
purposes and also for boats. 

The Bed American larch, called Tam 
arae in the States and Hackmatack in 
Canada (Larix Tenuifolia) is a noble tree 
and its timber is highly valued. It occurs 
in the interior, and the Cold and Selkirk 
ranges and on the Rocky Mountains, in 
the southeast of British Columbia here is 
also another species of larch, of which 
little is known. It is probably Larix pen- 
diila or Black American Larch. There are 
also we must remember the useful so-call- 
ed Orcymi Cedar (Thuix gigantea) in tho 
southern extremity of the province and 
Tlmji.c Plicata — tho common Arbor Vita- 
as far as Nootka Sound. The Juniper or 
"Red Cedar," known as Pencil Cedar 
(JuniporiiH Virginiana) abounds on tho 
east, coast of Vancouver island, and also 
along tho shores of tho lakes in the in- 
terior. 

From other trees, valuable as hardwood 
the most, important is probably the MajAe 
(Acer nincrophyllum), found on Vancou- 
ver and Queen Charlotte Islands, and also 
on tho mainland coast up to 55". Tho 
Vine Maple (Acer circiliatum) yields 
strong, white wood, suitable for helves, 
and is confined to the coast. The lew 
(Taxus brevifolia) grows on Vancouver 
Island, and in the vicinity of Fraser river 
above Yalo. Tho wood is tough and of a 
beautiful rose color. The Alder (Alnus 
Orogona), and crab or Wild Apple occurs 
on the coast. Their wood takes a good 
polish. There are two kinds of birches in 
the province — tho Western Birch, a small 
troo, found in tho Columbia region, and 
tho Paper or CauscBirch (Bcttila papyr.v 
coa). which grows on Vancouvor Island 
and in the region of tho Frasor and Peace 
rivors. It attains a height of 70 feet and 
its bark is very white and capable of di- 
vision into very thin shoots. It is used by I 
tho Indians for baskets, boxes, oanoos, | 
etc. ! 

Except a few trees above Yalo, tho only 
Oak in tho province is found on Vancou- | 



VOT Island, chiefly in its southeastern 
part. It is sometimes 70 feet high and 
IS feet in diameter. Many of the trees are' 
scrubby. The Dogwood, or Dogberry 
(Coruiis Xuttallii) grows on Vancouver 
Island and on t'.ie coast. Tho 
wood is used for inlaying and ornamental 
work. Tho trailing Arbutus (Arbutus 
Menzosii) sometimes 50 feet high and 20 

inches in diaiuetel Is fuilud on Valicolt 
ver Island, and neighboring isles; but not 
north of Seymour Narrows. It is a heavy 
and close-griiined wood. Arbutus urn urst, 
now called|arc<o stajihylos intra rsi is a 
small trailing and evergreen shrub, grow- 
ing in dry and rocky places. The berries 
are mealy and form a principal part of the 
food of bears and of grouse. 

From the poplar family, the American 
Aspen or Tranulus I'oplar (Populus tro- 
mulsides) abounds ill the interior and also 
in tho north, It reaches sometimes a 
thickness of two feet. Three other variet- 
ies of poplars in British Columbia are 
commonly called the Cottonwood. Tho 
coast Cottonwood (Populus Canadensis) is 
used to make staves for sugar barrels re- 
quired in San Francisco. A vory small 
tree is the Mountain Oak (Pyrus america- 
na) found in the interior. 

Besides these tiees wo may mention 
hero some shrubs, leguminous plants and 
grasses common on the islands and on the 
mainland of the province. They are as 
follows: 

The Hazel (eorylus Americana), Wild 
Rose, (Rosa fraxiuifolia), Elder (Sainbucus 
glanca), three kinds of Goesberrg (Ribes 
divaricatum, niveum and Sanguineum), 
Serviccberry ( Ainelauchier Canadensis), 
Sallat Berry (Gaulthoria Shallon), Snow- 
berry (Symphoricarpus racemosus), Black- 
berry (Vaccinium ovatum), Salnwnberry 
(Rubus spectabilis), red, white and black 
Rapberry ( Rubus Nutkamns, Iencodorinis) 
Holly leaved Barberry or Oregon, Grape 
(Berberis aiqupolium), VI y Blossom (Loui- 
ceria involuerata), Honeysuckle (Louicera 
occidentnlis), lied cornel or Willow (com us 
Drutnnondii), Mod: Qvange or Seringa 
(Philadelphus inacropetalus), Ivy (Hed- 
ora), Uawthorn (Crataegus coccinea, 
White clover (Trifolium repem), Wild 
Oat (Stipa avenacea) Herd's grass or Wild 
Timothy (Phleutp pratensis), Sweet Garss 
(Fostuca pratensis), Bent Spear Grasi 
(Poa pratensis/). Heed Meadow Grast 
(Glyceria aquatica), Cowslips (Primula 
Douglasii or veris), Broad leaved Jiuslt 
(. I uncus), heed's Walking Stick (Panax 
horrid us), and many others.

A Youth Who Knows How to JIake Ilia Way In 
tho World. 

Prank E. Spitzer, aged 1!) years, eldest
